He, with two companions, 
are encamped beyone St. Albert and in- 
tend pulling out this week, probably by 
Slave laketrail. He will go through with 
wagons and carts as far as possible and 
takes two year’s supplies. 


A MISTAKE appeared.ia the report of F. 
M. Robertson’s letter to his father in last 
issue. Mr. Robertson saw a man passing 
up street with $11,000 (not $1,100) in dust 
in a sack over his shoulder ; and Alex. Mc- 
Donald brought in 1,900 pounds of gold 
dust (not $1,900) at one pack train load. 
That amount of gold at $16 an ounce and 
12 ounces, troy weight,to the pound, would 
be worth $364,800. Quite a difference. 

Mrs. Txros. Henprerson, of Rabbit Hill, 
has brought the BuLietin samples of 
Genessee giant fall wheat; wild goose 
wheat, and hulless bariey grown on her 
farm. The fall wheat has a very large full 
head and is nearly ripe. It was sown jnst 
before the snow fell and had only sprouted 
when the frost came. The barley is very 
plump and the heads are very full. The 
wild goose wheat is still quite green, but 
seems likely to give a very large grain. 

YESTERDAY while the men belonging to 
the steamer ‘‘Minnow”, which is on her 
way up from Battleford, were away getting 
wood a spark from the engine lit on the 
turpaulin cover of the upper deck and set it 
on fire. Nearly all Mr. Mercers’,of Battle- 
ford, furniture was burned and destroyed. 
The women who were left on board called 
the men back in time to save the boat, 
which narrowly escaped destruction. The 
boat arrived at Victoria at 9:20 last night. 
Left at 9 this morning. It is expected to 
reach Fort Saskatchewan on Wednesday. 


A copy of the first number of the Yukon 
Midnight Sun, dated Saturday, June I1th, 
came to hand by last mail. In summing up 
the gold output for the year $10,000,000 
is the lowest estimate and $20,000,000 the 
highest. Most of this is from Eldorado and 
Bonanza creeks, the former being much the 
richer. Twenty- five claims on Eldorado are 
expected to yield as much as seventy-five on 
Bonanza. The total for all the other creeks 
is placed at $1,000,000 to $2,000,000. The 
chief-f the creeks are, Hunker, which 
is the best of them, Bear, Domimior, 
Sulphur, All Gold, Too much Gold, Gold 
Run, Bryant, Eureka, Moose Hide, etc. 


A MAMMOTH tusk somewhat decayed is 
now to be seen at John Fraser’s house near 
D. R. Fraser's mill. Mr, Fraser saw the 
tusk projecting above the surface of the 
river when erossing in a boat near Goose 
encampment, He took hold of the project- 
ing part and in attempting to wrench the 


tusk loose from where it was imbedded in | 


the sand, broke off a piece of the small end. 
The part which he secured is five feet four 
inches long and 14} inches in circumference. 


From the size of the tusk where broken off | 


and the taper from the large end, ne: arly 
half the full length of the tusk remains in 
the bed of the river. The most remarkable | 
thing about this find is that the tusk is not 
petrified. It was somewhat decayed, but 
still the ivory is quite apparent over a good 
deal of the surface. The end where tie 
tusk joined the animal’s jaw is perfect.

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SLAVE LAKE TRAIL. 

T. W. Chalmers, D. L. 8S, returned 
on Thursday evening from Lesser 
Slave lake. The trail which he was 
engineering and cutting cut was com- 
pleted to the shore of Slave lake, 
eight miles from the narrows, on July 
28th. From the point at which the 
lake shore is struck to the ferry at 
the narrows is open ground, requiring 
no cutting. ‘The trail is cut from 10 
to 16 feet wide from the Athabasca 
river to the lake. A party of ten 
men have been retained and are com- 
ing back over the trail improving it 
in places where the hurry of trying 
to get through caused it to be left 
partly finished. Of course a great 
deal more, chiefly in the way of grad- 
ing up ip low places, will have to be 
done, and it will have to be smoothen- 
ed by travel before it will be really 

. But it is now passable for 
wheeled vehicles moderately loaded, 
clear through. The fvllowing is a 
table of approximate distances from 
point to point from Athabasca river to 
Slave jake ferry :

There are numerous small creeks 
between the streams mentioned, most 
of which are bridged. These give as- 
surance of plenty of water for camp- 
“ing purposes 

From the Athabasca to the Clear- 
water the svil is chiefly sandy and the 
principal timber jack pine. 

From the Clearwater to the Ver- 
million, the soil is good, with chiefly a 
poplar growth. There is, however, a 
belt. of spruce about six miles wide 
between Clearwater and Deep creeks. 
This piece of road will be very bad in 
wet weather unless stumped, graded 
and drained. The rest of the road 
from Clearwater tothe Vermillion is 
fairly good, with moderately good 
opportunities for feed. Goose lake, 
which is about three quarters of a 
mile off the trail, about half way be- 
tween the ford and leaving of Deep 
creek, offers splendid feed and a good 
chance to put up hay; but is difficult 
to find from the trail. 

From Vermillion creek to Swan 
river over the Swan hills the soil is 
chiefly underlaid by wash gravel. 
The timber is chiefly jack pine and 
spruce and there is very little feed, 
except about a mile south of Salteaux 
river. Some feed and water may be 
had at the foot of the hills, a little off 
the trail. és 


At Swan river there is plenty of 
feed, but it is scanty from there to the 
Jake shore. The timber in this stretch 
is chiefly poplar and birch, the soil 
gravelly and the surface rolling with 
some muskeg, but not broken. A 
trail follows Swan river down to the 
Jake shore and then follows the shore 
of the lake. There is plenty of feed 
along this route but it is considerably 
longer than the direct trail, and the 
creeks, which have to be crossed at 
their entrance to the lake, are more 
difficult than where the new trail 
crosses them.

Regarding the Swan Hills or Deer 
mountains Mr. Chalmers says that 
they are elevated rolling country. The 
pull up and down is broken by hol- 
lows and there are no very long steep 
pulls. The grade is much steeper on 
the north than on the south side. 
Great fear of their horses being poison- 
ed in these hills is felt by many 
travellers, and they sometimes drive 
from Salteaux river to Swan river 
without stoping. The distance is 24 
miles and as the road is bad it is most 
trying on horses. Mr, Chalmers says

. poisonous weed, if any is found. 
Mr. Chalmers says the weed is a 
-species of larkspur and has the qualities 
f aconite. It grows in wet places. 
top is harmless and is not particu- 
larly relished by horses. The danger 
is that if the ground is soft from rains 
and the horses ly from hunger 
they will pull the plant up and eat 
the root, in which the poison is. If 
symptoms of poisoning are noticed the 
horse should be bled. In the mouth 
(not too far back) is the best place to 
start the blood, and once the blood is 
started there is very little danger. 
Mr. Chalmers believes that if the 
horses are not famished there is no 
danger of their eating the weed. 


J. Livingstone arrived on Thursday 
from St. John Peace River, bringing 
private mail from that and intermedi- 
ate points. He left St. John on July 
30th, on a raft and reached the cross- 
ing in four days, having laid over one 
day at Dunvegan. He was nine days 
fromthe Crossing to Edmonton. hy 
ay es mec. sult “~ > weak T Oe MY 
the new Slave lake trail. — 

Going out he had 150 pounds of 
mail matter. He went *through to 
Peace River Crossing by trail. From 
the Crossing he went up to Dunvegan 
by canoe. Finding the river too high 
for up stream navigation he took 
horses at Dunvegan and reached St. 
John in four and a half days from 
that point. The pack trail from Dun- 
vegan to St. John is good. The coun- 
try is partly open and pack trail could 
easily be made into a wagon road by 
cutting out the timber. The only 
difficult places “are one bank of 
the valley of Clearwater creek, which 
would have to be graded, the valley 
being about 150 feet deep ; the mus- 
keg, seven miles in length, between 
the Clearwater and St. John, which is 
not very bad even now, and could be 
graded and corduroyed, or aveided by 
cutting through heavy timber between 
the muskeg and Peace River; and 
the valley of Pine river, 400 feet 
down and up, which is crossed eight 
miles from St.John. A trail to the 
Nelson would not need to cross Pine 
river at all. At present the pack 
trail is good from the crossing of 
Peace River to St. John. 

At St. John were the Sunny South 
party of six men bound across the 
mountains ; the Kilgour party, of 
five, bound for Fort Graham, and two 
of the same party coming back. Jones, 
of Maple Creek, with 75 head of 
cattle bound for Fort Graham. They 
had seven work oxen under packs and 
they worked well. They had not lost 
any cattle se far. Lang’s cattle herd 
which had reached St. John in May 
had gone on to Fort Graham. 

Between Dunvegan and St. John 
were a party of three; R. Walker, 
Geo. Roberts and Berry going on; a 
Wyoming party, of five men; a Mon- 
tana party, of five men; ¢he Mosely 
party of four men, from Calgary ; and 
a Philakelphia party, of eight men. 

Between the Crossing and Dun- 
vegan: A Calgary party, of four, in- 
cluding F. Patterson, G. McLeod and 
two others ; a Montana party, includ- 
ing Joseph Lamb and brother and five 
others with 60 pack horses. 

Five parties were met in boats be- 
tween St. John and Dunvegan going 
up the river. 

The Brantford party was reported 
to have been 125 miles out on the 
direct trail from the Crossing to Nel- 
son river, by one of their number who 
came back to the Crossing. They had 
found the trail good as far as they 
had gone. 

At Peace River Crossing four or five 
outfits with about 35 men~ were 
camped. 

Glen Campbell, of Dauphin, Man., 
and paity went down Peace River on 
rafts to the mouth of Keg river, ir 
tending to go overland to the Nelson 
from there, under the guidance of 
Mr. Mackenzie of the Crossing, who 
had been trading at Keg river last 
winter. 

On the portage from Peace River 
tos Slave lake La Mentain, of Mon- 
treal,and three men were having their 


| canoes hauled across. A party of two 


men had ox teams. 
three men was met. Also Dupont’s 
railway sutvey party just leaving 
Slave lake. Also Wood brothers ex- 
mounted policemen from Pigeon lake. 

From Slave lake Harry Mehan, D. 
James, F. Urinberg and another call- 
ed “Fritz,” had gone to prospect the 
Smoky andon to St. John by way of 
Sturgeon lake. McCarthy, McKay 
and another from Montana, had 
taken the same course. Also a party 
of six, names not known. Also Capt. 
O’Brien’s wing of the Helpman party, 
who would prospect the Wapiti tribu- 
tary of the Smoky. 

At Siave lake narrows seven parties, 
numbering in all about twenty-eight 
men were camped. Legrandeur and 
Gray had reached Slave lake with 
their teams and were preparing to 
build there.

W. J. GRAHAM AT DAWSON. © 
W. J. Graham, who left Edmonton 
in August last for Dawson by the 
Athabasca and Liard routes, writes to 
J. D. Clarke under date of July 4th: 

I am living and in the flesh, and it 
is a wonder. I cannot just now give 
you in detail a description of my trip 
bere. Suffice it to say, it was simply 
terrible. You have no doubt heard 
from Stephen, from whom we parted 
in December last on the river Liard, 
he believing it was impossible to go 
through by this route. However, we 
determined not to turn back. Had we 
then aud there got rid of all our outfit 
and depended on the H. B. Co. posts 
for necessary supplies we would no 
doubt have fared better. However 
there are fourteen of us safely Janded. 
Personally the trip has played the 
deuce with my health. I feel low in 
spirits. It is very hard to get any 
fresh meat or vegetables. The two 
men you sent on after me are dead. 
One drowned and one frozen. A. 
Gibney is drowned in Houle canon, 
Pelly river. I saw them drowned. 
Up to the present I have not felt like 
writing, uct knowing where I would be. 

This is a fast town and much ahead 
of what I expected, especially in the 
number of people, of whom there are 
about 30,000. Many will wonder 
what they came for. Although the 
Klondike is very rich it is too small a 
territory to support nearly this number 
of people with no other industries than 
gold mining. I am working, and have 
good prospects, in wood. Every foot 
ef ground on all rivers and creeks with 
any prospect were staked before we 
got here and I am waiting to buy in, 
first chance. Money here is as free as 
water and as high as $10 an 
hour is paid for teaming. We hear 
little of the outside world and any 
news is eagerly locked for. 1 have 
often been sorry for leaving Edmonton. 

——— 
FROM TESLIN LAKE. 

Jas. Inkster, of East Edmonton, has 
received a letter from his brother, W. 
Inkster, dated Teslin lake, B. C., 
July 3rd. 

Dear Brotuer: ! started from St. 
John, Peace River, on the 2nd of 
December,1897, and crossed over the 
Rocky Mountains (with the Moody 
party) in the winter to Fort Graham, 
300 miles over a pass never before 
traversed by white men. Here we 
stayed till the 4th of April 1898; the 
chief of the government party going 
back to Stewart's lake, 280 miles,to buy 
horses. Well he will have to come 
back without a road, over mountains, 
to Fort Graham. The country is all 
mountains, all over, straight to the 
coast. That party will not be back to 
Graham till the 20th of June. I got 
another man with me, and started over 
the Findlay and Black river pass, five 
hundred miles, without seeing any H. 
B. post until we reached Sylvester's 
lower post, where we could not get sup- 
plies. We gave the H. 5B. man 
in charge a whole moose which I had 
shot the day before. We then staried 
with packs on our backs for Dease post, 
130 miles up the river. No trail at 
all, over muskegs and mountains, bush 
and fallen timber, only to find when 
we arrived there that they were on the 
verge of starvation, having to depend 
on fish for a living, but expecting the 
supply boats every day. We then 
started for Sylvester's Landing, 90 
miles over land with packs, without a 
road till within 25 miles of the Land- 
ing. Arriving there we found that we 
had to get a net and catch fish for all 
hands; they also awaiting the ar- 
rival of the boats which were late in 
coming. Wethen started for Teslin 
lake, represented to be about 80 miles 
to go straight; having heard that a 
railway was building to there and that 
was the head of uavigation to the 
Yukon. We started across country or- 
mountains—for this country is all 
mountains—no trail and no white man 
being over that pass before, so far as 
known. We found the distance was 
more like 200 miles. But still on this 
whole road of 800 miles we never 
wanted a meal. I shot moose, cariboo, 
ground hog, porcupine and grouse. 

We found Teslin lake situated be- 
tween mountains and quite a little 
town of log houses, and more tents and 
covers ; and infact men sleeping out 
in the open without any covering. We 
swelled the last named class by two. 
The next day I was at work for $5.00 
aday. This would be good wages in 
civilization, but it is not so good when 
a person has to pay 60c to $1.00a 
pound for everything. Flour is now 
$100. {per 100 pounds, butter $1.50 a 


pound, and you have to beg for what | 


you get. 1 am now offered $7.00 a 
day, but I am going down to Fort 
Selkirk when the seldiers are going. 
They got here a few days ayo and will 
be going to their] destination pretty 
soon. There will be lots of work there 
this fall in building of all kinds. Food 
is not very high down there and at 
Dawson City. In the latter part of 
the summer the steamers come up the 
river Yukon. That is the way to get 
freight up cheap. I have had a hard 
time to get here, but will make it yet. 
We left Fort Graham with only 30 
pounds of flour and 9 pounds of bacon. 
I now have my owp boat and enough 
money ito buy me a Six month's grub 
stake. . Besides I could get all the work 
I could do here allsummer. I could 
have killed lotg of moose coming here 
but did not want to destroy anything. 
We brought as much meat as we could 
carry when we arrived here, and [ 
could have killed one the day before 
we reached here. The meat hete sells 


at 25c a pound. I will be able to take 
800 “pounas. of freight in-my boat to 
Dawson. My partner is going with 
another mar.

This 
spot is the garden of Alberta. 
Mrs, Vaughan and daughter, Lewis- 
ville, leave shortly for a visit to the 
States. Aug. 8, ’98.
